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1 . MEMBERS OF FRIENDSHIP DELEGATION OF COMMUNITY LEADERS FROM 
HAWAII CALLED ON AMBASSADOR WOODCOCK SEPTEMBER 9 TO 
SHARE IMPRESSIONS FROM THEIR MEETINGS WITH CHINESE OFFICIALS. 

DURING THEIR TWO WEEK VISIT TO THE PRC UNDER CHINA INTERN AIONAL 
TRAVEL SERVICE AUSPICES, THE 18-MEMBER DELEGATION OF 
EDUCATORS, BUSINESSMEN, ACADEMICS, AND JOURNALISTS VISITED 
CANTON, SOOCHOW, AND PEKING. THEIR MOST SIGNIFICANT 
CONVERSATIONS PRIOR TO DEPARTING FOR HOME ON SEPTEMBER 12 
WERE WITH YUEH TAI-HENG, RESPONSIBLE OFFICIALS FOR AMERICAN 
AFFAIRS OF CHINA TRAVEL; OFFICIALS OF THE INTERNATIONAL BUREAU 
OF THE MINISTRY OF TRANSPORTATION; AND LIAO CHENG-CHIH (WHO 
RARELY MEETS AMERICANS BUT WHO WAS PRESUMABLY SCHEDULED OWING 
TO THE PRESENCE OF JAPANESE- AMERICANS ON THE DELEGATION). 
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2. DELEGATION MEMBER PHIL GIANELLA, PUBLISHER OF THE 
HONOLULU STAR-BULLETIN, STATED THAT A NUMBER OF CHINESE 
OFFICIALS HAD IMMEDIATELY LAUNCHED INTO A RERUN OF 
TENG HSIAO-PING'S REMARKS TO THE AP DELEGATION. ACCORDING 
TO GIANELLA, YUEH TAI-HENG ECHOED TENG'S REMARKS, THEN 
ADDED "THE CHINESE ARE A PATIENT PEOPLE ... BUT OUR PATIENCE 
HAS ITS LIMITS". TRANSPORTATION MINISTRY OFFICIALS MADE 
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THE SAME POINTS IN A CONVERSATION WITH DELEGATION MEMBER 
JAMES GARY, PRESIDENT OF PACIFIC RESOURCES. 

3. THE GROUP'S SEPTEMBER MEETING WITH LIAO CHENG-CHIH, 
PRESIDENT OF THE SINO-JAPANESE FRIENDSHIP ASSOCIATION, 

WAS BRIEF, FRIENDLY, AND GENERALLY NONSUBSTANTIVE. SEVERAL 
GROUP NEMBERS UNDERSTOOD LIAO TO OBSERVE THAT "WAR IS 
INEVITABLE BETWEEN THE PRC AND THE USSR", BUT WE PRESUME 
THAT EITHER A SLIP OF THE TONGUE OR A MISTRANSLATION IS 
INVOLVED (THE STANDARD LINE BEING THAT WAR BETWEEN THE 
TWO SUPERPOWERS IS INEVITABLE) . 

4. CHINA TRAVEL SERVICE OFFICIALS INVITED THE TROUP TO 
RETURN IN A YEAR'S TIME.
